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Aid to Education Row 


The fact that the bill that contains the new 
state formula for aid to education is bogged down 
hopelessly m the House Finance Committee is 
discouraging but not unexpected. 
So many extra provisions have been tacked on 
to the measure, most of them at the request of 
the Ohio Education Association (OEA), that it 
will be a miracle if it ever sees the light of day on 
the House floor—at least in its present form 
A new system for state financial assistance to 
schools has been called the No. 1 priority item 
before the current legislature. But if something 
drastic isn't done to lop off some of the contro­ 
versial amendments and additions, it could still 
be in committee when the legislature adjourns. 
T H E B IL L was passed by the Senate May 14 
by a vote of 26-6 and the principal reaction ad­ 
mittedly has been something of a surprise 
Because the “ equal-yield” formula bases state 
distribution of funds to individual districts on 
local tax support for schools through property 
taxes, the bill stipulates that the “ rollback” on 
property taxes will be discontinued in 1977. 
The rollback was part of the legislation under 
which the state income tax was enacted into law. 
That portion of the school bill has brought a 
storm of protest and it has poured dow n upon the 
heads of legislators of both parties 
The resolution of that problem probably w ill be 
difficult, but it shouldn't be. In the first place, it’s 
obvious that a rollback of property taxes couldn’t 
continue indefinitely without raising the income 
tax rate. Secondly, there would be no way of 
applying the equal-yield formula if the rate of 
real property taxation in the local districts didn't 
remain constant 
T H E U PRO AR O V ER the proposed cutoff of 
the property tax rollback simply is the latest 
manifestation of the resentment that was built 
up as a result of the over selling of the state in­ 
come tax as a panacea for education finance 
problems. 
The Ohio income tax law was passed in the 
General Assembly in December 1971 and upheld 
at the polls in November. 1972. 
Prior to its approval in the legislature and es­ 
pecially during the campaigning for it in the fall 
of 1972, the proponents hammered away con­ 
tinually on the theme of how beneficial the tax 
would be to public education. 
Many Ohioans mistakenly got the idea (and 
voted accordingly) that the income tax would 
pay the freight for education, that their property 
taxes would rise no more and would even be re­ 
duced. 


That turned out not to be the case. State fund 
allocations have not even been large enough to 
cover current operating expenses for many dis­ 
tricts and they have been forced to go to their 
residents with requests for more local money 
through property taxes. 
That situation has angered many Ohioans and 
as a consequence they don’t look with much 
favor on a system that links the amount of state 
aid to the local property tax millage voted to sup­ 
port schools. 
Even so. there is relatively little controversy 
among legislators of both parties, school ad­ 
ministrators and boards of education over the 
soundness of the equal-yield plan 
Most of the confusion in the legislature and in 
school circles has been created by the ()EA- 
inspired additions. One is the provision that 
would require schools to close when less than a 
third of the students and teachers are present 
or face the loss of state aid. 
That is intended to strengthen the hand of 
teachers in strike situations, particularly it 
another piece of legislation, the “ collective bar­ 
gaining bill" which authorizes public employe

Another stumbling block is an OEA originated 
stipulation that a 25-1 pupil teacher ratio be 
maintained on a classroom basis rather than on 
a building average. The present mand it. d ratio 
is 30*1. 
SOME CLASSES 
require a limited pupil* 
teacher ratio and some do not. If that provision 
were approved and followed to the letter, school 
choruses, bands, athletic teams and similar 
groups would be required to have one faculty 
supervisor to every 25 students, an obvious waste 
of time, manpower and money. 
We agree w ith Hep. Frederick \ Young. R- 
Dayton, ranking member of the Finance Com­ 
mittee, who says that all the extraneous addi­ 
tions must “ come out of the bill. What we want is 
a pure reform bill.” 
That worthy objective may be difficult to 
achieve in view of the commitment of so many 
Democrats who were supported strongly by the 
OEA in their campaigns last year. 
Matters may well reach such an impasse that 
they’ll have to pass a “ pure bill” without the 
OEA frills or none at all. 
If that happens the Democrats will be in an 
unenviable position but we ll have difficulty 
mustering very much sympathy for them. They 
shouldn't have tied themselves so tightly to OEA 
coattails in the first place. 


Situation Normal, A ll Fuzzed Up 


To the alarm of many people, including a num­ 
ber of members of Congress. Secretary of 
Defense James R. Schlesmger has hinted that 
the United States might be the first to use 
nuclear weapons in a confrontation with the 
Soviet Union. 
“ First use could conceivably — let me under­ 
score conceivably — involve what we define as 
strategic forces and possibly, possibly — let me 
underscore possibly — involve selective strikes 
at the Soviet Union,” he said. 
There are just enough “ conceivablies” and 
“ possibilies” in what at first, terrifying blush 
appears to be a radical departure from long- 
established U S. policy to absorb the first blow, 
whether nuclear or conventional, in any show­ 
down with the Soviet Union to have the 
strategists in the Kremlin scratching their 
heads. 
And that, despite the protests the secretary’s 


statement has aroused, is the whole idea. 
The logic is that if a potential enemy believes 
that the United States w ill never, never strike 
first, he will be tempted to push aggression to 
dangerous limits. But if he is not sure how the 
United States will respond, he w ill be much more 
careful and cautious 
This works both wavs, of course. If then1 is 
uncertainty about how the Soviets would react to 
what they may perceive as a threat to their 
security, this will tend to keep the more bomb- 
happy denizens of the Pentagon in somewhat 
closer rouch with sanity. 
Nothing has been changed in the balance oi 
terror that exists between the United States and 
the U.S.S R The line has just been drawn a little 
more fuzzily, and paradoxically because of this 
fuzziness is less likely than before to be ap­ 
proached, or crossed.

Permit me the privilege. The 
pending bill is characterized by 
good

and 
bad 
mechanics.

more example (as if one more 
example were needed) of the 
legislative cure that is worse 
than the political ill. This is 
brain surgery for a morning- 
after headache. 


T H E 
O R IG IN A L 
Voting 
Rights Act also was drastic 
legislation, hut it addressed a 
serious condition For roughly a 
century, in flagrant defiance of 
the Fifteenth Amendment, the 
Southern 
States 
had 
dis­ 
criminated against the black 
voter. By trickery, sophistry, 
intimidation and brute force, 
the South had denied blacks 
wluit was plainly theirs; the 
right to vote It was a plausible 
surmise that this pattern of 
indefensible conduct was re­ 
sponsible tor voter turnouts of 
less than 50 per cent of the 
potential electorate in the 
presidential election of 1964. 
< ongress prescribed strong 
medicine 
Through 
the 
mechanism of the “ 50 i>er cent 
trigger,” Congress imposed a 
kind of political Reconstruction 
on the South Six whole States, 
plus a part <4 North Carolina, 
became Military Districts in 
which no political change could 
occur without approval from 
Washington. Federal registrars 
moved in The Southern States 
sputtered, hut the national 
reaction was; So what9 They 
luid brought this on themselves. 
The strong medicine worked. 


In 1970 Congress renewed the 
1965 act for another five years. 
The 
decade 
has 
seen 
phenomenal increases in black 
registration, black voting, and 
black office-holding. Except in 
a few isolated areas, Southern 
Negroes are today as free as 
Southern whites to register and 
vote-or not to register and 
vote. 
U N D E R 
T H E S E circum ­ 
stances. it would appear that 
the time has come for Congress 
to release the patient under 
some form erf mild supervision. 
The original 1965 act was ex­ 
pected to be temprary legisla­ 
tion. Its harsh provisions, as 
Justice Hugo Black often ob­ 
served. do grave violence to 
basic principles of federalism.

Add 4 
teaspoons baking powder and 
4 cups flour and mix well.

Sugar Prices 
Go Up Again 


NEW YORK (AP) For the 
second time this week, major 
sugar refiners have announced 
new increases in the wholesale 
price of grocery sugar. 
The increases mean that in 
some areas, wholesale prices 
are outpacing the retail cost ot 
sugar already on grocery 
shelves. But the situation is not 
expected to get as bad ior con­ 
sumers as during last year’s 
sugar price explosion. 


A ms tar Corp., the nation’s 
largest refiner raised the 
wholesale price five cents a 
pound Friday, bringing the cost 
ol a five pound hag to $1.55 and 
a 10-pound bag to $3 15 


National Sugar Refining Co. 
announced a similar increase. 


And SuCrest Corp.. which like 


A ms tar had announced a 2 cent 
a pound hike earlier in the 
week, boosted its prices again 
to $1 54 for five pounds and $3.08 
lor ten pounds. 
Industry spokesmen said in­ 
creases in raw sugar prices 
were to blame. One factor is 
damage done to the sugar beet 
crop in the upper Midwest by 
heavv rains m the Red River 
Valley. 
This week's increases were 
the Iirst since last November. 
Government and industry ex­ 
perts generally said they did 
not expect another price spiral 
like the one last year when a 
worldwide sugar 
shortage 
puslied the cost ol a five-pound 
sack of sugar above $3 in some 
places. 
The latest boost brings the 
wholesale price to as much as 
20 cents above the current re 
tail price in some parts of the 
country. It is up to grocery 
stores whether to pass the 
wholesale increases on to the 
consumer.

Kissinger Continues Talks 
With Israeli Prime Minister 


BONN, West Germany <AP> 
- Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger and Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin today 
held talks that could lead to an 
interim Sinai settlement or 
dampen US.-Israeli relations. 
Kissinger held a 
working 
breakfast with West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
and Foreign Minister Hans 
Dietrich Genscher where the 
focus was on the Middle East. 
Then he went by helicopter to 
Gvmnich Castle, 30 miles 
southwest of Bonn, for the 
scheduled twohour discussion 
with Rabin 
An Israeli Embassy spokes­ 
man said that before meeting 
Kissinger, Rabin conferred 
with his special political ad 
visor, Mordechai Gazit, and 


Israeli Ambassador to the 
United States Simcha Dinitz. 
Kissinger has been pressing 
for a settlement under which 
Israel would return to Egypt 
most, if not all, of the strategic 
Ciidi and Mitla Passes as well 
as the Abu Rudeis oilfield. 
Israel insists it would only 
agree to another Sinai with­ 
drawal if the security of its 
western front were guaranteed 
by continued occupation of the 
eastern slopes of the passes and 
by a I irm U.S. aid commitment. 
Rabin, in Bonn since Wednes­ 
day for the first state visit to 
West Germany by an Israeli

Ohio Tourism Chief Follows 
Middle o f Political Hoad 


C O LU M B U S, Ohio ( A P ) — 
Paul Sherlock is an authority on 
two things — how to attract 
tourists and how to travel in the 
middle of the political road. 
The combination has 
kept 
him around Ohio state govern­ 
ment for 30 years under six dif­ 
ferent governors, D em o crat 
and Republican. 
Director emeritus of the Ohio 
Bureau of T ravel and Tourism, 
the 69-year-old Sherlock is a 
tall, friendly man with an un­ 
wrinkled face. 
He uses 
the 
same kindly tone of voice when 
speaking the names of his six 
gubernatorial bosses 
“ Eve ry one of those gover­ 
nors personally asked me to 
stay on," Sherlock said " I like 
all I ever worked for." 
Wi th each 
new 
a d m in is­ 
tration, he took his middle-of- 
the-road stance. 
“ I was straight with them ," 
he said 
“ I told them I don’t 
play the game. You can’t call 
me a Dem ocrat or a Republi­ 
can." 
A few challenges have come 
up. but the problem seemed to 
end when he nonchalantly of­ 
fered to quit. 
A state publicity commission 
hired Sherlock in 1945. Ohio 
didn’t have a lot to brag about 
then 
“ Cedar Point was a 
duck 
blind," Sherlock recalled with a 
smile. “ W e had the Serpent 
Mounds, of course, and Lake 
Hope had 14 cabins. But, not 
many people realized then what 
travel means to the economv.” 


Sherlock became one mem­ 
ber of the four-man team that 
first handled Ohio's travel pro­ 
motion and development Now 
it is the 350 employe Depart 
ment of Econom ic and Commu­ 
nity Development. 
“ The whole department de­ 
pends on him for answers to 
their questions," said Jam es 
Duerk, 
department 
director. 
Duerk said 
Sherlock, well 
known in the country's travel 
industry, has been particularly 
helpful because of his personal 
interest in Ohio’s many festi- 
va Is 
Sht»iock gained em eritus 
status two years ago when 
Joanne McCrea was named bu­ 
reau director. Sherlock said he 
expects to phase his work out 
this year, but not until after this 
season’s festivals 


One of Ohio’s 
big selling 
points, Sherlock said with some 
pride, is its park system. Even 
the Sherlocks have difficulty 
getting reservations at park 
lodges sometimes. 
The state's location is anoth­ 
er big advantage. “ It's the most 
accessible state you’ll find, 
Sherlock s;GH 


Ohio, he pointed out, serves 
as a 200-mile corridor for much 
of the nation’s east-west traffic 
The highway system is good 
and Ohio is close to Canada.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 
wondering it you would answer 
some questions about hor­ 
mones. 1 know that you have 
talked about them, but I have 
.some specific questions. 
1 take a hormone shot every 
three weeks. 
Each time a 
certain nurse gives me the shot, 
she tells me 1 am getting them 
too often, and I should wait 45 
days between shots. 1 don’t see 
the doctor for this, only go to 
the lab. 
When it is time for me to have 
the shots, 1 get down in the 
“ dumps," get headaches, and 
just feel terrible. On top of that, 
I get those awful, hot flashes. 
She told me last week (after the 
lecture i that it was all in my 
head. Should 1 see the doctor 
and have him recheck or what? 
1 Itad a Pap smear by a doctor 
in a larger town close by the 
other day. and after checking 
me. he said I was in fine shape. 
It bothers me to think that 
maybe 1 am getting them too 
often, but whaf should 1 do? 
That doctor that put me on 
them three years ago has left 
town. 1 am 55. work every day, 
have a 
large family 
(all 
married) with some wonderful 
grandchildren. 
Dear Reader — Ask to see the 
doctor. He will he interested in 
his nurse's comments to you 
and will be in a better position 
to tell you if you need hormones 
and if so. how much and how 
you should take them. 
The Pap smear may have 
been done only for detection of 
tumor, butyou can examine the 


DEAR PO LLY—Do you have

I am presuming 
the leather is brown. A cotton 
tipped stick wet with iodine might 
do it also.

None 
of these are guarantees but just 
possibilities.—PO LLY.

You may have been 
in “ fine shape ’ because you are 
taking hormones. They help to 


protect the tissues and prevent

How often a woman needs 
hormone replacement depends 
a lot on her own individual 
hormone 
make-up. 
Some 
women produce a reasonable 
amount of female 
hormone 
from the adrenal glapd after 
the menopause and gfct along 
nicely. Others do not and need 
some help. The doctor can 
measure the output of female 
hormones also Irotn a urine 
lest. This will also determine 
how much and how often a 
woman needs hormones. There 
is no set rule such as never 
more often than every 45 days 
or any set amount. Each case is 
different. 
Most women do not need to 
take shots to get the needed 
benefits. Several 
different 
preparations can he taken by 
mouth and are just as effective. 
Usually there is no reason to 
put yourself through the shot 
routine. 
It \ our doctor thinks you need 
female hormones, he may be 
w tiling to put you on a pill that 
will do the same thing for you 
and may even 
provide a 
smoother, more regular hor­ 
mone action. You could also 
avoid the nurse, her needle and 
the lecture this way.

Ohio State University’s board 
of trustees has approved a $345 
million budget for the 1975-1976 
school year, an increase of 9.5 
per cent over the present budg 
et that carries with it an in­ 
crease m student fees. 
University President Harold 
L. Fnarson outlined the docu­ 
ment for the hoard Friday, say­ 
ing the major points include 
higher salaries for faculty, ad­ 
ministrative and professional 
staff. 
He said it also anticipates a 
$10 to $30 increase in student 
fees, a budget cut overall of 2 1- 
2 per cent, for the third con­ 
secutive year, and reduction in 
services, energy use, and pur­ 
chases. 
In 
other 
business,

trustees announced the accept­ 
ance of a million endowment 
from 
Battelle 
M em orial 
1 nstitute, Columbus, and said it 
is one of the biggest in the 
university’s history. 
The Battelle gift. Fnarson 
told the hoard, is intended to 
support the university’s Bat- 
telle Technology and Human 
Affairs Program. 
Under 
terms 
of 
the 
gift 
through the university's devel­ 
opment fund, t heprogram will 
include activities "designed to 
help continue the examination 
and understanding of the im­ 
pact (»1 science and technology 
on individuals and society.” 
I n other action, Fnarson gave 
a report to the trustcsson prob­ 
lems ol women and minorities 
on the campus, saying that 
while progress has been made, 
he feels ‘ affirmative action 
mil"I strike deeptr roots in the 
university community.”
